The Press of Georgia. 


In the New York World of last Tuesday, 
we find a lengthy account of the Southern 
Press. Below we publish what the author 
says of fhe newspapers of Georgia: 
Coming to Georgia, this terrific State, 
where horrors Ku-Klux defy the great 
heart of the nation and its gizzard, and 
Congress to boot, there is a large and re- 
spectable press. In Savannah are three 
papers, Republican, News and Advertiser. 
The two prior were seized on by some 
oressmen attached to Sherman’s army 
when that furce reached the city, but both 
of these editors have since died, and the 
yapers have reverted to Southern men. 
he editor of the News, it may be men- 
tioned, is Major W. T. Thompson, author 
of “ Major Jones’ Courtship.” Both papers 
are ‘Strongly conservative, as is also the 
Advertiser, where it touches on politics, 
whieh is not often, its field being commer- 
cial matters, in which it is quite reliable 
and does well. 
Coming to Angusta, there are two pa- 
pers of vreat weight throughout the State 
—the Chronicle and Sentinel and the Con- 
stitutionalist. Both possess a respectable 
antiquity as things go, the former having 
been established in 1785 and the latter in 
1799. Save when the Constitutionalist 
was closed by some poor creature who phi- 
landered about here in 1865, itis not known 
that there has been any intermission of pub- 
lication with either of these papers since 
they were started. The editor of the Con- 
stitutionalist is James R. Randall, the au- 
thor of “ Maryland, My Maryland,” 
“ There’s Life in the Old Land Yet,” and 
other favorite Southern poems. The other 
paper, the Chronicle and Sentinel. is man- 
aged with much tact, and, on occasion of 
matters of interest in the State, has been 
known to present a column or two of spe- 
cial intelligence {by telegraph—“ no great 
shakes” for a leviathan like the World, but 
a thing not often ventured on down South. 
Atlanta possesses the Intelligencer, THE 
CONSTITUTION, and the New Era. The In- 
telligencer is an old established paper, of 
strongly pronounced Confederate antece- 
dents, but now charged with undue weak- 
ness for the person wWio surreptitiously as- 
sumes to be Governor of Georgia, Captain- 
General, Governor, and Commander-in- 
Chief in and over the State aforesaid,” as 
the old style of Georgia law hath it. Out 
upon him! Tae CoNsTITUTION is a new 
per and a newspaper, is in favor with 
he workingmenin Atlanta, and is said to 
prosper. The New Era was Bullock’s, pa- 
er, but is now “agin” him. It is for Grant 
10owever; always has been, its editor 
claims, and, to all appearance, truly, to 
have been the first to nominate that emi- 
nent dummy for the Presidency, and it do 
seem hard that, while any number of wild 
niggers are violently thrust into fat con- 
sulship, there is nothing for this warm first 
friend of “ Me personally.” A pleasing 
little tale is hereabouts extant on the Ju- 
piter Tonans of the Hra. When recon- 
struction first came about he said he would 
take no sides as yet—“a cautious advance 
and an open rear.”
